No. 128-ITC('PN)/76.—Attention is Invited to Ministry of Commerce Public 
Notice No. 119-ITC (PN)/76, dated 22nd November, 1976, in terms of which direct 
licences for import of polyester fibre are to be granted to actual users engaged In 
the textile industry for the licensing period April, 1976—March, 1977 under the 
liberalised Import policy. 

2. It is clarified that following categories of actual users shall also be eligible 
for licences for import of polyester fibre under the aforesaid pubic notice 
No. 118-ITC (PN)/76 dated 22nd November, 1976: — 

(a) units holding registration certificates issued under Item No, 23(1), 

23(3) or 23(5) of the First Schedule to the Industries (Development 
and Regulation) Act, 1951; 

(b) all cotton/woollen/art silk units registered with the Textile Com¬ 

missioner, Bombay, and holding permits under the various Textile 
Control Orders issued bv the Textile Commissioner, Bombay, includ¬ 
ing co-operative societies of powerloom owners whose looms are 
covered by permits issued by the Textile Commissioner, Bombay.

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3. With a view to keep a close watch on the demand and availability of 
polyester fibre, it has also been decided that actual users holding import licences 
for polyester fibre Issued in terms of aforesaid Public Notice No. 118-ITC(PN)/76, 
dated 22nd November, 1976 should send fortnightly reports regarding contracts 
effected, actual imports made in the proforma annexed to this Public Notice to 
the Textile Commissioner, Bombay. 

4. The first report, in terms of para 3 above, should reach the aforesaid 
authority covering information as on 15th December, 1976 and subsequent reports 
should be submitted on fortnightlv basis. The licensee should ensure that fort¬ 
nightly reports are sent by them to the aforesaid authority during the first week 
of the fortnight following the fortnight, to which the report relate. 

5. Import licences already issued to actual users for import of polyester fibre 
shall be deemed to have been issued subject to the condition that the licence 
holders shall submit returns as prescribed in this public notice. 

6. All import licences to be issued hereafter for polyester fibre in terms of 
the public notice No. 118-ITC (PN)/76, dated 22nd November, 1976 shall bear 
specified condition regarding submission of fortnightly reports, in terms of the 
provision of this public notice.
